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NORTHERN TERRITORY STATISTICAL SUMMARY 


CHAPTER 1 


CLIMATE 
The climate of the northern half of the Territory exhibits a strong pattern of wet and dry seasons. 


The wet season usually becomes established in December and drops off in March with January 
showing a peak in rainfall. In the southern half, which has much lighter rainfall, the wettest 
month is February. 


tn coastal areas relative humidity has percentile values in the low seventies (morning 
measurements) in November while the peak occurs in February when percentages 2r+° in the 
mid to high eighties. 


In April, stable south-easterly winds bring dry, clear weather which continues through to 
September, although there may be light falls of rain indiffering regions during the months June 
to September. 


July is the coldest month throughout the Territory with minimum temperatures in the high 
teens (°C) near the coast, around the range of 11°C to 13°C inland and below 5°C in the 
southern region where frost temperatures occur from May to August. 


Maximum temperatures peak at over 35°C to 38°C in January in the southern region: while in 
the northern region they peak at two to three degrees lower than this in November. 


Rainfall and Temperatures in 1983 


In 1983, there was short-lived monsoonal weather at the beginning of January and further such 
weather towards the end of February, but rainfall totals for these months were well below 
normal. March and April rainfall, however, was above normal with many southern 
meteorological stations recording highest ever rainfall totals and severe flooding occurring in 
Alice Springs in March. 


From early May rainfall levels followed typical dry season patterns until September. In 
October the north-west coastal fringe and the northern halt of the western border area 
experienced higher than normal falls while the remainder of the Territory received standard 
falls. During November the Tennant Creek area received below normal totals while elsewhere 
remained typical of the month. December rainfall totals were below normal in the Top End 
and south-west Gulf regions, above normal in the far south-east and normal elsewhere. 


Mean maximum and minimum temperatures for January tended to be above normal in the 
north and below normal in the south. February temperatures were above normal and March 
temperatures were marginally so. Maximum temperatures were below average and minimum 
temperatures average in April. 


Temperatures were then normal or close to normal until August, with the exception of below 
normal temperatures for central and southern regions in July. 


September temperatures were well adove normal and October averages, with the exception 
of higher minima in the north, were normal. November and December temperatures were 
normal except in some central and south-western areas which had slightly above normal 
temperatures in November.

CHAPTER 2 


POPULATION AND DEMOGRAPHY 


This chapter contains a range of statistical tables which briefly describe the population and 
demographic characteristics of the Northern Territory. The tables include information on 
population estimates, births and deaths, birthplace, age structure and migration. 


Information on births and deaths is compiled by the Australian Bureau of Statistics from 
documentation received from the Deputy Registrar, Births, Deaths and Marriages, Northern 
Territory Department of Law. Births and deaths shown are the number registered in the 
Northern Territory during the specified calendar year. 


Population estimates for the Northern Territory and Local Government Areas are compiled on 


a usual resident basis, whereas tables from censuses shown in the chapter are based on actual 
location of persons at the time of the census (30 June of the censal year).

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CHAPTER 4 


LABOUR, EARNINGS AND PRICES 


This chapter includes tables on the composition of the labour force by employment status, 
wage and salary earnings of employees, trade unions, industrial disputes and the Consumer 
Price Index for Darwin. 


Labour Force statistics are derived from a monthly survey of the civilian population and refer 
to persons aged 15 years and over. The Labour Force comprises .ose persons who are either 
employed or unemployed during the survey week. Persons not in the labour force are those 
who are neither employed nor unemployed but are, for example, unpaid persons keeping 
house and persons attending an educational institution. 


Average Weekly Earnings statistics are derived from a quarterly survey of employers in both 
the government and private .ectors. Averages are produced for both male and female 
earnings and the statistics show ordinary-time earnings for full-time adults as well as total 
average weekly earnings. 


Statistics of the number of Trade Unions and membership are collected only at the end of each 
calendar year, while the Industrial Disputes collection is conducted on an on-going basis. 


The Consumer Price Index measures quarterly changes in the price of a “basket” of goods and 
services which account for a high proportion of expenditure by wage and salary earner 
households. This “basket’’ covers a wide range of goods and services, arranged in the 
following eight groups: food; clothing; housing; household equipment and operation; 
transportation; tobacco and alcohol; health and personal care; and recreation and education. 
A statistical table containing index numbers at the group and All Groups levels for Darwin is 
included in this chapter.

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CHAPTER 6 
CONSTRUCTION 


This chapter contains tables on construction, which is divided into two categories: building 
and “other than building”. Building statistics cover all types of buildings, such as dwellings, 
shops, factories and churches. “Other than building” statistics relate to such constructs as 
railways, roads, bridges, earth-fill dams, street lighting and heavy industrial plant. 


Building activity statistics are obtained from a quarterly survey which samples private sector 
jobs involving house construction or alterations and additions to houses valued at 910,000 or 
more, and undertakes complete enumeration of other building projects with an approval 
value of $10,000 or more. The coverage of these groups is established by building approvals 
information contained in permits issued by the Building Authority Branch (Northern Territory 
Department of Lands} and records of contracts let or day labour work approved by 
Commonwealth, State, semi-government and local government authorities. Major building 
activity which takes place in areas not subject to normal administrative processes is also 
included. 


Statistics of construction other than building are obtained from a quarterly survey of private 
sector contractors undertaking prime contracts valued when let at $100,000 or more.

This chapter contains statistical tables on tourism within the Northern Territory, and internal 
and external trade. 


Statistica! information on activity in the tourist industry is obtained from a quarterly survey of 
hotels, motels and caravan parks. 


For information on retail activity, the ABS conducts a census of retail and selected service 
establishments every 2 or 3 years in the Northern Territory which provides a wide range of 
commodity atid regional data. Statistics on exterral trade are compiled by the ABS from 
documentation submitted by importers and exporters, or their agents, to the Australian 
Customs Services as required by the Customs Act.
